Sludents Can Get 
Religion Courses

The Tennessee School o f 
Religion operates on a bud¬ 
get of only $125 annually and 
has enrolled in it 25 percent 
of the entire student body of 
UTMB 

The university allows full 
credit for a maximum of 18 
hours toward a bachelor s de¬ 
gree for courses taken in the 
School of Religion. There are 
no entrance requirements or 
fees beyond those of the uni¬ 
versity. 

The Tennessee School o f 
Religion. Martin Branch, is 
not an organic part of UTMB. 
In 1928 a charter of incorpor¬ 
ation was granted by the state 
legislature for the establish¬ 
ment of the Tennessee School 
of Religion at Knoxville. It 
also granted this school the 
right to establish branches at 
other state institutions. I n 
August of 1954 one of these 
branches was established on 
this campus. 

The Tennessee School o f 
Religion, Martin Branch, i s 
supported by five of the local 
churches. These chiu*ches 
give a total of $125 annually 
to pay the expenses of the 
school. 

A member of the faculty 
must have a M.A. degree or 
the equivalent amount of post¬ 
graduate work from a n ac¬ 
credited institution of high¬ 
er learning. The faculty i s 
composed of seven ministers 
who donate their services to 
the school. 

The School of Religion fac¬ 
ulty members represent four 
different denominations. Its 
instructors are: Charles A. 
Wingo, pastor of First Baptist 
Church; George W. Sparks, 
pastor of Cumberland Presby¬ 
terian Church; James M. 
Moore, pastor of Central Bap¬ 
tist Church; William G. Ad¬ 
ams, pastor of the Methodist 
Church; Robert Taylor, rep¬ 
resenting t h e Church of 
Christ of Martin; Brady B. 
Whitehead, director of Wes¬ 
ley Foundation and Charles 
Johnson, secretary of the' 
Baptist Student Union.

Ted Sines. Wilbur EdmiS- 
ton. Bill O'Connor, Gene Bro¬ 
die. Vernon Prather, and Jer¬ 
ry Bethune were in on the 
scoring punches. However, 
when you look at the statis¬ 
tics thereby hangs a tale. I 
don't know whether the Tig¬ 
ers were tougher than some 
. of us thought or whether the 
Vols didn't put out as we are 
accustomed t o seeing them. 
The ground game wasn't as 
good as it was against sup¬ 
posedly better teams. The 
Vols picked up 133 yards to 
the Tigers 102. Sines and 
Prather's passing amounted to 
81 yards compared to 40 for 
LSC. 

Just the same the Vols 
seemed t o score on every 
reasonable opportunity. And 
they accounted for some long 
punt returns.

The consensus of opinion of i 
the 500 or more fans who tra¬ 
veled to Murray Stale thought 
that the Vols beat themselves 
on their mistakes.

Against a line that 
I averaged 20 pounds a man 
heavier than they were, the 
Orange and White linesmen 
sent seven Murray players to f 
the sidelines.

Bob Zachary and directly re¬

All in all it was somewhat

.MB players. They weren't 
suppo^ to beat them.
